The “just send it up” habit 
has grown to such an extent 
that the boy couldn’t keep up 
with it. A horse, wagon and 
driver was necessary and in 
turn the motor truck has in 
many cases to replace the horse. 
This naturally has greatly in- 
creased the delivery . expenses 
and somebody has to pay that 
increased expenditure, You, 
gentle reader, can tell with one 
guess who that somebody is, 
Yes, that right. You pay your 
share, because you are too proud 


or too lazy to carry your own’ 


parcels. If you are not you pay 
anyway for the fellow who is. 
We believe the time is coming 
when we must get back to the 
old way, and one thing that is 
going to help bring it about is 
man power registration which is 
about to be taken. By this reg- 
istration it will be found that 
one delivery can do the work 
now being done by three or four 
and the surplus of teamsters will 
be conscripted for farm work.
